First off, it’s high tlme to take 
down those sercens since we are 
told by experts in such matters, 
that all door, window and porch 
screens regardless of the type 
of mesh used in them, should 
be taken down unless they are 
installed inside of the house. 
Even then, many housewives 
prefer to have them out of the 
way during the winter months. 
Bronze, copper, aluminium and 
stainless steel screening won't 
rust to be sure, but ice, snow 
and winter cains won't do the 
frames any good. | - - 

For winter storage the 
should be stacked or piled in a 
cool, dry place, and in a manner 
that will avoid twisting or 
“springing” the frames, and 
bellying- or punching out the 
wires. . Hanging racks in the 
cellar or garage are ideal for 
this purpose, and attic storage 
is exeellent. 


Cleaning Books 


We ceply here to several in- 
quiries anent the cleariing of 
books. We asked a librarian 
and she advised going over the 
shelves with vacuum cleaner 
from time to time, to keep dust 
from ‘cettling. But if the books 
are really soiled, then carefully 
wipe cach volume with a soft 
clean cloth wrung out of thick 
soapsuds, then wipe again with 
a clean damp cloth. Take care 
not to have the washing cloths 
too wet, and never, . never wet 
gilt or painted title Iines. 

Washing Silk Pongee 

We've had several complaints 
about laundering silk pongee. 
So again we asked an expert, 
one on sili fabrics this time. He 
told us that much natural gum 
is left in the slik fibres used to 
weave pongee, This produces 
its rich feel and helps to make 
the " fabric - soap - and - water 
washable. But here comes the 
reason for the complaints. The 
thing ts to never Ury and then 
sprinkle pongee before the 
ironing. The drops of water will 
Teave bubbly surfaco spots that 
stem to cause oll the trouble...

Use Rubdown On 
Those Rain Spots 


A rub-down often is the 
remedy for spots on clothes 
resulting from a run-in with 
rain drops, according to Mar- 
garet Furry, textile scientist of 
the United States Department 
oz Agricplture. Spring showers 
may bring spots as well as 
spring flowers, Miss Furry 
coutions—especlally on ploin- 
colour rayons and _ silks. 
Splashes are less likely to show 
on prints, especially those of 
all-over design. 

To remove water spots, first 
try ‘rubbing the fabric with 
fingernhil or edge of coin, or 
simply rubbing between _ the 
hands. Rubbing is especially 
effective on crepe weaves. 
After the rub, press the whole 
garment with slightly damp 
tissue paper on press cloth.

where material and moral 
desolation. 

That was Dusseldori— 
and Germany—as I saw it 
in February 1947. 

Later 1 was to stand on 
the Rhine embankment in 
Cologne and witness 4 
pathetic, side of black- 


marketing. 

Groups of women awalted the 
coming of little boats to take 
them to Dutch barges riding at 
snchor. There they bartered 
for coffec, anything from their 
home that was still precious. 

In the shadows policemen 
lurked, ready on their return to 
pounce upon them and con- 
fiscate whatever they had. 


No wonder 


No wonder that it was said 
in those days that if a German 
family could not have a British 
soldier for a friend, the next 
best acquaintance to, have was 
a German policeman! 

On one occasion I travelled 
ten miles Into Cologne standing 
precariously on the running- 
board of a railway: train and 
considering myself fortunate, 
Passengers were seated astride 
the bulTers; others were cluster- 
ed in groups on the roofs of 
carriages; still others were pick- 
nicking on dry maize bread on 
the coal-laden tenders of the 
two engines. 

Travel was open to all who 
could produce any official-look- 
ing document in English. A 
Glasgow student doing post- 
graduate work in “Munster told 
me in the spring of 1949 that 
he had just travelled from 
Hamm _ to Frankfurt and back 
without any difficulty by show- 
ing to German ticket-collectors 
and inspectors his Glasgow 
University matriculation card! 

Money meant nothing. Far- 
mers were reputed to be hoard- 
ing. Yet eggs, potatoes, bacon, 
milk, flour, were all to be had 
for shoe-laces, boot-polish, reels 
of thread, socks, soap, cocoa, 
tea, coffec, cigarettes—for almost 
anything sold by NAAFI. 


Black market 


One can still obtain eight 
Deutschmarks (almost 14 Shill- 
ings) for’a pound of coffee. 
Otherwise the black market is 
dead. Sanity has returned to 
ite in Germany. 

Now the tables are turned. 
British families ond British 
troops, tlred at times of their 
NAAFI rations, frequent, when 
their purses allow it, German 
hotels and restaurants. 

Germany's recovery began, it 
has_been rightly claimed, when 
in June 1948 the old Reichs- 
marks ccased to. be legal tender. 
All’ who had more than 300 
Reichsmarks were issued with 


through the snow to’ 


i 
thirty Deutschmarks in ex- 
change. 

With this sum In his pocket 
every German started from 
scratch, 

What frantic—but for the 
most part unavailing — efforts 
were made by black-marketeers 
and others with a super-abun- 
dance of Reichsmarks to convert 
their moncy into goods of any 
sort whatever! 

There was an immediate re- 
volution in people's attitude to- 
wards work. Hitherto employ- 
ment, except with the occupying 
forces, who paid largely in 
Jand, had been shunned as un- 
remuncrative. Now to find work 
became the be-all and end-all 
of existence. 

Almost thirty months have 
passed, and the inequalities of 
fate and fortune have had time 
to reveal themselves. 


Mere pittance 


Well-to-do businessmen are 
driving around in their superb 
Opels. Those who have had 
steady employment are begin- 
ning to refurnish thelr homes, 
The unemployed are cking out 
a’ mere existence on a pittance 
of a dole, tantalised by the 
abundance of good things in 
shop windows, 5 

But thoro were other factors 
contributing -to-Germany's re- 
covery. 

- It was a fortunate coincidence, 

»for instance, that during the 
autumn and ,ecarly winter fol- 
lowing the financial reform 
thousands of prisoners of war 
returned. 

I used ‘to sce them arrive at 
the Cromwell ‘Barracks, in 
Munster in_ slogan ~ dbespattered 
trains In the late afternoons, 
Next morning there were touch~ 
ing, human reunion ‘scenes. 
Within a week they were re- 
pairing their own and their 
neighbours’ scarred homes, 

The German people delight in 
making the most of great oc- 
casions, and two I remember 
Might be taken as symbolic. 

Mine was the privilege of 
being in Cologne when the 
seven hundredth anniversary of 
the Cathedral's foundation was 


celebrated. : 


All ‘restored 


A year before, all that re- 
mained of the Domplatz and 
the neighbouring streets was a 
-pathway through ‘the debris. 
But for the big occasion - the 
streets were restored, tramcars 
were running, and the Cathedral 
itself was restored from the 
damage it had received from 
blast. a 

I looked at the floodlit Cathe- 
dral from across the Rhine. 
Trafic moved once more over 
the brilllantly lighted, newly- 
restored Suspension Bridge, and 
over the recently-raised Hohen- 
zoliern Bridge trains ran again, 
I knew where the ruined city 
lay, but only. beauty was 
illumined around the Cathedral. 

So it was again in Munster. 
The ruins there were a byword. 
Army drivers often lost their 
way among them. 

On October 24, 1948, I shared 
in the celebrations marking the 
three hundredth anniversary of 
the signing of the Treaty of 
Westphalia that brought the 
Thirty Years’ War to an end. 

The streets and squares ad- 
joining the Munster Rathaus 
had been cleared and throngs 
czowded them and brass bands 


The ribbed and ruined 
of the ancient Gothic 
churches glowed with multi- 
coloured, phosphorescent light. 
One could see the iron cages in 
tthe Lamberti Church tower, 
where in 1536 the bedies .of 
John of Leyden, the Dutch 
Anabaptist tanatie, and his 
two companions were exposed. 
I forget what the visiting burgo- 
masters of nelghbouring  clitles 
sald in thelr speeches. But one 
word was longingly, wistfully 
uttered, echoed and re - cchoed: 
“Pricden’’—Peace. 
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“If wo insist on British troops leaving Egypt, who's going to buy all this junk?”
